County’s Land 
Values Jump 
By Vast Sum 

Land values in Los Angeles coun¬ 
ty jumped 50 per cent during the 12 
months ending March 1st, this year, 
according to the assessment rolls just 
completed by County Assessor Ed 
W. Hopkins. 

This remarkable showing which, it 
is declared, has never been equaled 
anywhere else in the United States, 
is credited to the county’s rapid 
growth in population. 

“But land is still lower in price 
here than in and about any other 
large city in the country,” declared 
Assessor Hopkins. "It is bound to 
go on increasing in value for years 
to come.” 

One-Third of State 
According to an official report 
from Sacramento, Los Angeles coun¬ 
ty contained on March 1st, 1923, one- 
third of all the assessable property 
in the entire state of California. Mr. 
Hopkins predicts that this year’s fig¬ 
ures will show that this county has 
now at least two-fifths of the state’s 
total wealth. 

Out of the 4,000 square miles in 
this county, 1,600 square miles, or 
about two-fifths of the total area, are 
in the forest reserves. Thus this 
great part of the state’s wealth is 
limited to about three-fifths of the 
1 area of this county.

Summary of business conditions in 
the Twelfth Federal Reserve District 
is submitted by John Perrin, chair¬ 
man of the Board anil Federal Re¬ 
serve Agent, Federal Reserve' Bank 
of San Francisco. 

A moderate increase in business 
activity was recorded in the Twelfth 
District during July, following four 
months of decline.. Wider distribu¬ 
tion of goods at wholesale and retail 
has been accompanied by rising com¬ 
modity prices, and more recently 
productive industry has increased in 
response to stimulating demand and 
price advances. Band credit has con¬ 
tinued plentiful, and interest rates 
relatively low. 

Reflecting recent trends of business 
in the district, this bank's index of 
bank debits (corrected for seasonal 
variation, year to year growth, and 
price changes) advanced 6.5 per cent 
during July, and was again slightly 
above normal (100) in that month. 
During June the index had fallen be¬ 
low normal for the first time since 
November, 1922. 

Retail Trade Improves 

The value of trade at retail during 
July, as reported by representative 
department stores in the larger cities, 
was the same as during July a year 
ago, and, if allowance is made for 
seasonable factors, was larger than 
in the previous two months of the 
present year. This improvement was 
quickly reflected in increased pur¬ 
chases from wholesalers, indicating 
light stocks of goods in retailers’ 
shelves, in general, however, trade 
at wholesale may be termed inactive, 
although not displaying the abnormal 
dullness noted during May and June. 

Accompanying the increasing will¬ 
ingness of consumers and retailers 
to buy in more normal amounts, com¬ 
modity prices at wholesale have mov¬ 
ed upward, reversing a downward 
trend which has continued since last 
February. Private weekly indexes of 
wholesale prices advanced steadily 
during July, preceding the upward 
movement of the United States Bu¬ 
reau of Labor’s monthly index of the 
general wholesale price level (401 
commodities), which stood at 1 17 for 
July compared with 145 for June 
(1913 prices, 100). Of particular 


importance to this district were in¬ 
creases in prices of grains, wool, non I 
ferrous metals and lumber. 

Production Increases 

The improvement in business con- j 
ditions was not generally reflected in ! 
July figures of industrial production, j 
but evidence, mostly non-statisfical, | 
down to August 20th', indicates that ! 
production schedules were increased j 
during the latter part of July and 
early part of August. A significant 
increase in the number and value of j 
building permits issued in 20 princi- I 
pal cities was reported during July 
as compared with June, and while 
the July figures were still !>elo\y the ; 
high levels of a year ago the per- ' 
centages of decline were smaller than 
in any month since April. 

In the lumber industry shipments ! 
increased in comparison with produc¬ 
tion, while new orders increased in j 
comparison with both, shipments and I 
production. Stocks of lumber held 
by mills accordingly declined and 
their unfilled orders increased. Rel- | 
atively stability in production of im¬ 
portant minerals, petroleum and flour 
was reported. 

Bank Conditions 

Deposits continued to increase in 
the banks of the district during July 
and in the absence ^f increased com¬ 
mercial borrowing, were largely di- 
verted into investment channels, i 
During the five weeks ending August ■ 
13th demand deposits at reporting j 
member banks in principal cities in¬ 
creased by $3 4,000,000 or ^.7 per j 
cent, commercial loans declined by 
; $6,000,000 or 0.7 per cent, and in¬ 
vestments increased by $9,000,000 or 
! 2.5 per cent. 

Total earning assets of the Reserve 
Bank increased during this period | 
but solely as the result of further ■ 
J purchases of United State.- govern¬ 
ment securities. Total discounts of i 
the Reserve Bank, at $19,000,000 on 
August 13, 1924, were at the lowest 
point since April, 1917. On August 
21, 1924, the Federal - Reserve Bank! 
of San Francisco lowered its redis¬ 
count rate on all classes of paper ; 
I from 4 to 3' j per cent. The 4 per 
I cent rate had been in effect since 
June 30, 1924, it having superseded i 
the l 1 .a per cent announced March 21

Four years ago The American Le¬ 
gion, with memories of the World 
War’s waste, hardships, confusions 
and useless sacrifices still fresh, 
came to the realization that the 
United States had never had a real 
military policy. Untold treasure and 
unnumbered lives had been the toll 
of this lack of a definite policy. 

For four years the best minds of 
the Legion have been concentrated on 
Llrafting and putting into operation 
\ a military policy which would con- 
I form to our common sense ideal of 
I adequate preparedness without mil- 
I itarism. So the Legion is directly 
1 responsible for the present military 
1 policy of the United States, and it 
, is for the purpose of proving wheth¬ 
er such a policy will work in case of 
emergency that the President has 
! approved the holding of a defense 
i test on September 12th. 

| Army plans for the occasion in¬ 
clude a test mobilization of all active 
units of the regular army, all units

Word has been received by the of¬ 
ficers of the Norunibega Town and

Will H. Marsh, chief of the divi¬ 
sion of motor vehicles, has forward¬ 
ed figures from Sacramento to the 
office of the Times showing that the 
total registration of motor vehicles 
and trailers in Los Angeles county 
for the first six months of 1924, 
amounted to 494,311. 

Registrations for this county as 
given by Marsh are as follows: Auto¬ 
mobiles, 428,341; solid trucks, 14,886; 
pneumatic trucks, 43,767; motor cy¬ 
cles, 3551; trailers, 3786. The mon¬ 
ey this county receives for highway 
purposes from motor vehicle receipts 
for the six months period will be 
based on these figures. 

Big Increase Shown 

These figures thus made public by 
Marsh represent a substantial in¬ 
crease for this county over the en¬ 
tire registration of 1923 and are in¬ 
dicative of the rapid development of 
this .section of California. 

Marsh’s report shows a gain of 
113,794 for the whole state over 
1923, the total, inclusive of trailers, 
being 1,120,785. As the report was 
prepared as of August 1st, there 
have been heavy increases since then 
to put California still farther in the 
lead. 

Counties leading in registration 
follow in their regular order: Los 
Angeles, first; San Francisco, second; 
Alameda, third; Fresno, fourth; San 
Diego, fifth; Orange, sixth; Santa 
Clara, seventh; Sacramento, eighth; 
San Bernardino, ninth; San Joaquin, 
tenth.

1 WORK WANTED 1 


Long and detailed cross examina¬ 
tion of Power Supervisor H. G. But¬ 
ler took place in one of the hearings 
before the State Railroad Commis¬ 
sion in the matter of the Southern 
California Edison company’s appli¬ 
cation for rate increase, and served 
to bring out a survey of the general 
situation which led to the appoint¬ 
ment of Mr. Butler to direct the 
power-saving campaign. 

According to Mr. Butler’s testi¬ 
mony curtailment will end, if all goes 
according to plan, November 1. That 
assumption however, is based on ex¬ 
pectancy that the new Long Beach 
station of the Edison company will 
be in operation before that date and 
that the San Joaquin generating 
plants will be able to make delivery 
to the Edison distributing system. 
If not, curtailment will be continued 
for at least anbther month. 

Definite figures on the amount of 
curtailment suffered by irrigators are 
hard to get but in a broad way it 
can be said that it never has reach¬ 
ed the full 25 per cent required of 
other consumers. 

Injury to farmers has been less 
than was expected. Injury to the 
community at large has been appre¬ 
ciable. 

Seventy-five per cent of the power 
sold by the Los Angeles Bureau of 
Power and Light is being supplied 
by the Edison company. 'This fig¬ 
ure will be lower for the months of 
November and December. The bu¬ 
reau, however, is absorbing its full 
share of the 25 per cent curtailment 
ordered. 

Industrial consumers 


Nearly everybody in Sierra Madre 
has admired the work of Tully Mar¬ 
shall as a screen character actor. • 
But few realized that his first name 
represented a relationship to the Tul¬ 
ly family of Sierra Madre. He is 
a cousin of Argyle Tully and of 
Richard Walton Tully, the play¬ 
wright. Tully Marshall wil be seen 
in “The Barefoot Boy” which comes 
to the Wistaria as the feature for 
Saturday ad Monday. 

Tully Marshall was born on April 
13, 1864, (and proud of it!) at Ne¬ 
vada City, California. He felt the 
lure of the stage at an early age, 
and in 1883, when he was but 19 
years old, he supported the famous 
Mojeska. He kept up the good work 
started in his teens and the years 
between 1883 and 1916 found him 
playing with such world famous cel¬ 
ebrities as E. H. Sothern, Edwin 
Booth and Lawrence Barrett. Mar¬ 
shall travelled the world over with 
these stage plays. He says that his 
favorite parts were Fred Hannock in 
Clyde Fitch’s “The City," and Joe 
Brooks in “Paid in Full.” 

In 1916 Marshall felt the call of 
pictures. D. W. Griffith was then 
beginning a career whose brilliance 
is today unequaled, and when he 
asked Marshall to portray the role 
of Joe Brooks in the screen version 
of “Paid in Full,” Marshall gladly 
consented. His success was instan- i 
taneous, and he remained in pictures ' 
since then. 

Tully Marshall has played in the 
biggest productions made. He had 
an important role in “The Covered 
Wagon,” “The Hunchback of Notre 
Dame,” in F. Scott Fitzgerald’s “The 
Beautiful and Damned,” and other 
photoplays of note. 

George Bronson Howard, the fam¬ 
ous actor-author, who recently coin- 
mitted suicide in Hollywood, was a 
very dear friend of his, and Marshall 
remembers with instinct pleasure his 
role in “Saratoga” written by How¬ 
ard in 1883 which was played at San 
Francisco’s Winter Garden the same 
year.
